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Commissioner opposes boundaries 


Boyne City commissioner says parking exempt may hurt some businesses

BOYNE CITY — City 
commissioners held a first 
reading of the city’s pro- 
posed parking exempt 
amendment to the zoning 
ordinance at a meeting on 
July 31. They subsequently 
voted to hold a second 


reading at the Sept. 11 
meeting. 

The parking exempt 
amendment was previ- 
ously before the commis- 
sion, but had to be read and 
voted on again because a 
public hearing on the issue 
was not properly noticed 
prior to its recommenda- 
tion for approval by the 


planning commission. _ 

The amendment was 
drafted to allow the city to 
grant parking exemptions 
to developers, meaning 
that they do not have to 
provide the requisite num- 
ber -of parking spaces as 
mandated by the zoning 
ordinance. Instead, the de- 
veloper would pay a fee to 


the city’s parking fund. 
The fee has not been deter- 
mined as yet. 
Commissioners voted as 
they had on May 22, with 
Mayor Eleanor Stackus, 
Ron Grunch and Jerry 
Douglas voting for a sec- 
ond reading leading to ap- 
proval of the amendment. 
But commissioner

BOYNE CITY - It’s

According to a Cornell University Astronomy Department 
website, the phrase dog days of summer originated in ancient times 
with the Egyptians and Romans. The star Sirius, the brightest star, 
was called the “Dog Star” and was known to appear in the sky at 
the same time as the Sun. The Egyptians and Romans believed that 
it was responsible for the summer heat by adding its heat to the 
heat from the sun. 

_ The recent weather here in northern Michigan brought numerous 
calls to 9-1-1 from people who were concerned because they had 
seen dogs in parked cars with the windows down only a couple of 
inches. 

The heat in a parked car can be extremely uncomfortable in a 
matter of minutes. If it’s impossible to leave the animal at home, 
try to park in the shade and. limit your absence to a few minutes. 
Always take water for the pet. 

If people exercise by bicycling, rollerblading or running with 
their dogs in the heat, the pet needs frequent water and rest breaks. 

The sun can be harmful to animals when the temperatures climb 
into the 80s and 90s, especially dogs with black coats because 
black draws and holds the heat. 

Don’t hesitate to call 9-1-1 or local law enforcement if an animal 
is in distress from the heat.

Playing rules changes announced for fall sports 


EAST LANSING — Prepa- 
rations for the 2007-08 fall 
sports season began this week 
when over 120,000 students 
began fall practice in eight 
sports at member schools of the 
Michigan High School Athletic 
Association. 

This year, fall sports partici- 
pation will involve approxi- 
mately 115,000 of 525,000 en- 
rolled youngsters. 

Fall practice begins on Mon- 
day (Aug. 6) with football, fol- 
lowed by girls fall golf on Aug. 
9. Golf cannot begin competi- 
tion before Aug. 13. All other 
fall sports may begin practice 
on Aug. 13, with competition 
allowed on the first day of 


practice in cross country and 


tennis. ; 

The earliest game date for 
soccer is Aug. 20, girls volley- 
ball may begin competition on 
Aug. 24, and girls swimming 
and diving in the Lower. Pen- 
insula may open activity on 
Aug. 25, 

Practice in football had 
to begin on Aug. 6 for all 
schools wishing to begin regu- 
lar season games the weekend 
of Aug. 23-26. 

Schools must have 14 days 
of preseason practice at all lev- 
els before their first game. 


All football schools must 
conduct at least three condi- 
tioning days of practice before 
beginning contact, and the con- 
ditioning sessions may not in- 
clude any pads. 

This year, two football dates 
precede Labor Day, and Thurs- 
day varsity games will. take 
place both weeks. In Week 1, 
19 games will be played on 


Thursday, 270 games will be’ 


played on Friday, and |7 games 
will be played on Saturday. 

On Labor Day weekend, 240 
games will be played on Thurs- 
day, 66 games will be played 
on Friday, and 6 games will be 
played on Saturday. 

Football rules changes made 
by the National Federation of 
State High School address il- 
legal helmet contact, define 
flagrant fouls, add an enforce- 
ment option for penalties oc- 
curring on touchdown-scoring 
plays, and- require new field 
markings to keep sideline per- 
sonnel at least six feet away 
from the field... - 

IHegal helmet contact is de- 
fined as an act initiating con- 
tact with the helmet against an 
opponent. Such contact 
includes: butt blocking, an act 
where contact is initiated 
against a non ball carrying op- 


ponent with the front of the hel- 
met; face tackling, an act by a 
defensive player initiating con- 


tacting with a ball carrier with . 


the front of the helmet; and 
spearing, an act where contact 
is initiated with the top of the 
helmet. 

All illegal helmet contact — 
intentional or unintentional — 
shall incur a 15-yard penalty. 

Teams scoring touchdowns 
on plays where the opponent is 
called 

for a penalty will now have 
an additional enforcement op- 
tion beginning this fall. 

The offended team can now 
have the penalty enforced on 
the 

kickoff following the extra 
point attempt. 

Previously, the only option 
was to have the penalty en- 
forced on the extra point. The 
exceptions are penalties called 
on touchdown scoring plays 
prior to a change of possession 
resulting in a touchdown; and 
on dead ball personal fouls fol- 
lowing touchdown scoring 
plays. ; 

If the scoring team has a foul 
called against its opponent 
prior to the change of posses- 
sion, it will have to refuse the 
penalty to keep the 


touchdown. Dead ball fouls are 
always enforced on the suc- 
ceeding play. : 

To provide for space for of- 
ficials to work unencumbered 
outside 

the sidelines and end lines, 
and to provide for the safety of 
sideline personnel, all football 
fields are required to have a 
broken restraining line placed 
at least six feet off the bound- 
ary lines around the entire 
field. 

Outside the team bench area 
‘between the 25-yard lines, this 
area may not be occupied by 
coaches, statisticians, trainers, 
ball people, media or any other 
non-team personnel. — ; 

Where possible, line to gai 
crew personnel should also ob- 
serve these lines. Such mark- 
ings, and their restrictions, are 
common at professional and 
collegiate venues. 

Game management shall 
have the primary responsibil- 
ity for enforcement of this rule. 

In soccer, the penalty has 
been increased for a player, 
coach or bench member who 
receives a simultaneous yellow 
and red card from the officials. 

The penalty shall now be 
suspension from the remainder 
of that game, plus suspension 


from the next day of competi- 
tion. The previous penalty for 
what has been termed a “soft 
red” card was disqualification 
only for the remainder of that 
contest. . 

In swimming and diving, the 
MHSAA post-season tourna- 


ment in the Lower Peninsula 


shall now be conducted in three 
nearly equal divisions of com- 
petition. 

The tournament had been 
conducted in two classes or di- 
visions in the Lower Peninsula 
since the fifth year of girls
